NATIVE WINES, BEER AND CIDER.

AN ACT to amend section nine of chapter 157 of the acts paswsed at the regulur <es-
of the «ixth General Assembly, approved January 23th, A. D, 1857.

Section 1. De ¢t enacted by the General Assenidily of
the State of [owa, That section nine ot chapter 157, of
the laws passed at the regular session of the sixth Gen-
eral Assembly be amended so as to read thus, ¢ Wher-
ever tlie words Intoxicating Liquors occur in this act or
the act to which this is amendatory, the same shall be
construed to mean all spirituous and vinous liquors,
Provided that nothing in this act shal] be so construed
as to forbid the manutacture and sale of beer, cider from
apples or wine from grapes, currants or other fruits
grown in this State. '

Sec, 2. 8o much of said section nine referred to in
the foregoing section as is inconsistent with this act is
hereby repealed.
